BRETHREN OF THE SWORD 


Home of Cult Was at Wenden, on the 
North Line of the German 
Offensive in Russia. 

The National Geographic soctety Is- 
sues the following war geography bul- 
letin on Wenden, on the Iine of the 
German offensive in the direction of 

Petrograd: 

The town of Wenden, one of the old- 
est in the province of Livonia, is situ- 
fited a few miles by rall northeast of 
Riga. It is a picturesque place, built 
two miles from the left bank of the 
River An. The An flows in a south 
westerly direction from this point 
through that part of Russia known as 
the Livonian Switzerland, net on ne- 
count of the height of mountuins—the 
highest hill is only 265 feet—hbut be- 
cause of the charm cf the Inndscape 
with Its well-wooded slopes bordering 
the river valley, 

The story of Wenden goes back seven 
centuries to the time when the Breth- 
ren of the Sword, recognized by Pope
